HOUSE BILLSON THIRD READING

Senator Shieldsmovedthat HCSfor HB 600,
with SCS, SSfor SCS, SSfor SSfor SCS, SA 12
and the point of order (pending), be called fromthe
Informal Calendar and again taken up for third
reading and final passage, which motion prevailed.

The President Pro Tem ruled the pending
point of order not well taken.

Senator Mathewson offered SA 13:
SENATE AMENDMENT NO. 13

Amend Senate Substitutefor Senate Substitute
for Senate Committee Substitute for House
Committee Substitutefor House Bill No. 600, Page
15, Section 136.325, Line 21, by inserting after all
of said line the following:

“143.121. 1. The Missouri adjusted gross
income of aresident individual shall be hisfedera
adjusted grossincome subject to the modifications
in this section.

2. There shall be added tohis federal adjusted
gross income:

(& The amount of any federal income tax
refund received for aprior year which resulted in a
Missouri income tax benefit;

(b) Interest on certain governmental
obligations excluded from federal grossincome by
Section 103 of the Interna Revenue Code. The
previous sentence shall not apply-to. interest;on
obligations of the state of Missouri or any of its
political subdivisions or authorities and shall not
apply to theinterest described in subdivision (a) of
subsection 3 of this section. The amount added
under this paragraph shall be reduced by the
amounts applicable to such interest that would
have been deductible in computing the taxable
income of the taxpayer except only:for. the
application of Section 265 of the Internal Revenue
Code. The reduction shall only be made if itis at
least five hundred dollars;

(c) The amount of any deduction that is
included in the computation of federal taxable
income under Section 168 of the Internal Revenue
Code as amended by the Job Creation and Worker
Assistance Act of 2002 to the extent the amount
deducted relates to property purchased on or after
July 1, 2002, but before July 1, [2003] 2004, and to
the extent theamount deducted exceedstheamount

that would have been deductible under Section 168
of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 as in effect
on January 1, 2002; and

(d) The amount of any deduction that is
included in the computation of federal taxable
income for net operating loss allowed by Section
172 of the Interna Revenue Code of 1986, as
amended, except for any deduction for net
operating lossthetaxpayer claimsinthetax year in
which the net operating loss occurred or carries
forward for aperiod not to exceed twenty yearsand
carries backward for not more than two years.

3. There shall be subtracted from his federal
adjusted grossincomethefollowing amountsto the
extent included in federal adjusted gross income:

(a)Interest or dividends on obligations of the
United States and its territories and possessions or
of any authority, commission or instrumentality of
the United States to the extent exempt from
Missouri incometaxesunder thelawsof theUnited
States. Theamount subtracted under thisparagraph
shall be reduced by any interest on indebtedness
incurred to carry the described obligations or
securities and by any expenses incurred in the
production of interest or dividend income
described in this paragraph. The reduction in the
previoussentenceshall only apply to theextent that
such expenses including amortizable bond
premiums are deducted in determining his federa
adjusted grossincome or included in his Missouri
itemized deduction. The reduction shall only be
made if the expenses total at least five hundred
dollars;

(b) The portion of any gain, from the sale or
other disposition of property having a higher
adjusted basisto the taxpayer for Missouri income
tax purposes than for federal income tax purposes
on December 31, 1972, that does not exceed such
difference in basis. If a gain is considered a
long-term capital gain for federal income tax
purposes, the modification shall be limited to
one-half of such portion of the gain;
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(c) The amount necessary to prevent the
taxation under sections 143.011 to 143.996 of any
annuity or other amount of income or gain which
was properly included in income or gain and was
taxed under the laws of Missouri for ataxable year
prior to January 1, 1973, to the taxpayer, or to a
decedent by reason of whose death the taxpayer
acquired theright to receive theincome or gain, or
to a trust or estate from which the taxpayer
received the income or gain;

(d) Accumulation distributions received by a
taxpayer asabeneficiary of atrust to the extent that
the same are included in federa adjusted gross
income;

(e) Theamount of any state incometax refund
for aprior year which was included in the federal
adjusted gross income;

(f) The portion of capital gain specified in
subsection 3 of section 144.747, RSMo, that would
otherwise be included in federal adjusted gross
income; and

(g) The amount that would have been
deducted in the computation of federa taxable
income under Section 168 of the Internal Revenue
Code asin effect on January 1, 2002, to the extent
that amount relates to property purchased on or
after July 1, 2002, but before July 1, [2003] 2004,
and to the extent that amount exceeds the amount
actually deducted under Section 168 of the Internal
Revenue Code as amended by the Job Creation and
Worker Assistance Act of 2002.

4. There shall be added to or subtracted from
his federal adjusted gross income the taxpayer's
share of the Missouri fiduciary adjustment
provided in section 143.351.

5. There shall be added to or subtracted from
hisfederal adjusted grossincomethe modifications
provided in section 143.411.”; and

Further amend the title and enacting clause
accordingly.

Senator Mathewson moved that the above

SENATE AMENDMENT NO. 14

Amend Senate Substitutefor Senate Substitute
for Senate Committee Substitute for House
Committee Substitutefor House Bill No. 600, Page
24, Section 143.225, Line 28 of said page, by
inserting after all of said line the following:

“143.431. 1. The Missouri taxable income of
a corporation taxable under sections 143.011 to
143.996 shal be so much of its federal taxable
incomefor thetaxableyear, with the modifications
specified in subsections 2 and 3 of this section, as
[is derived from sources within] apportioned to
Missouri as provided in section 143.451. The tax
of acorporation shall be computed on its Missouri
taxable income at the rates provided in section
143.071.

2. There shall be added to or subtracted from
federal taxable income, the modifications to
adjusted grossincome provided in section 143.121
and the. applicable modifications to itemized
deductions provided in section 143.141. There
snal. be subtracted the federal income tax
deduction provided in section 143.171. There shall
be subtracted, to the extent included in [federal]
Missouri taxable income, corporate dividends
[from sources within Missouri].

3. (1) If an affiliated group of corporations
files a consolidated income tax return for the
taxable year for federal income tax purposes [and
fifty percent or more of itsincomeis derived from
sources within this state as determined in
accordancewith section 143.451], thenit may elect
to file a Missouri consolidated income tax return.
The federal consolidated taxable income of the
electing affiliated group for the taxable year shall
be its federal taxable income.

(2) So long as afederal consolidated income
tax returnisfiled, an election made by an affiliated
group of corporations to file a Missouri
consolidated income tax return may be withdrawn
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or revoked only upon substantial changeinthelaw
or regulations adversely changing tax liability
under this chapter; or, with permission of the
director of revenue upon the showing of good
cause for such action. After such awithdrawal or
revocation with respect to an affiliated group, it
may not file a Missouri consolidated income tax
return for five years thereafter, except with the
approval of the director of revenue, and subject to
such terms and conditions as he may prescribe.

(3) No corporation which is part of an
affiliated group of corporations filing a Missouri
consolidated incometax return shall berequired to
fileaseparate Missouri corporateincometax return
for the taxable year.

(4) For each taxableyear an affiliated group of
corporations filing a federal.consolidated income
tax return does not file a Missouri consolidated
income tax return, for purposes of computing the
Missouri incometax, thefederal taxableincome of
each member of the affiliated group shal be
determined as if a separate federal income tax
return had been filed by each such member.

(5) Thedirector of revenuemay prescribesuch
regul ations not inconsistent with the provisions of
this chapter ashe may deem necessary in order that
the tax liability of any affiliated group of
corporations making a Missouri consolidated
income tax return, and of each corporation in the
group, before, during, and after the period of
affiliation, may bereturned, determined, computed,
assessed, collected, and adjusted, in such manner
as clearly to reflect the Missouri taxable income
[derived from sources within this state] and in
order to prevent avoidance of such tax liability.

143.435. 1. As used in this section, the
following terms mean:

(1) “ Affiliated group”, asdefined in section
1504 of the Internal Revenue Code;

(2) “Intangible expenses and costs’,
includes:

(a) Expenses, losses, and costs for, related

to, or in connection directly or indirectly with
the direct or indirect acquisition, use,
maintenance, or management, owner ship, sale,
exchange, or any other disposition of intangible
property totheextent such amountsar eallowed
as deductions or costs in determining taxable
income before operating loss deduction and
special deductions for the taxable year under
the Internal Revenue Code;

(b) Losses related to or incurred in
connection directly or indirectly with factoring
transactionsor discounting transactions;

(c) Royalty, patent, technical, and copyright
fees,

(d).Licensing fees; and
(e) Other similar expenses and costs;

(3) “Intangible property”, patents, patent
applications, trade names, trademarks, service
marks, copyrights, and similar types of
intangible assets;

(4) “Interest expensesand costs’, amounts
directly or indirectly allowed as deductions
under section 163 of thelnternal Revenue Code
of ~1986, as amended, for purposes of
deter mining taxable income under the Internal
Revenue Code of 1986, as amended, to the
extent such expenses and costs are directly or
indirectly for, related to, or in connection with
thedirect or indirect acquisition, maintenance,
management, ownership, sale, exchange, or
disposition of intangible property;

(5) “Related entity” means:

(a) A stockholder whoisan individual, or a
member of thestockholder'sfamily enumerated
in section 318 of the Internal Revenue Code of
1986, as amended, if the stockholder and the
members of the stockholder's family own,
directly, indirectly, beneficially, or
constructively, in the aggregate, at least fifty
percent of the value of the taxpayer's
outstanding stock;
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(b) A stockholder, or a stockholder's
partnership, limited liability company, estate,
trust, or corporation, if thestockholder and the
stockholder's partnerships, limited liability
companies, estates, trusts, and cor porationsown
directly, indirectly, beneficially, or
constructively, in the aggregate, at least fifty
percent of the value of the taxpayer's
outstanding stock; or

(c) A corporation, or aparty related tothe
corporation in amanner that would requirean
attribution of stock from the corporation tothe
party or from the party to the corporation
under theattribution rulesof section 318 of the
Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended, if
the taxpayer owns directly;. indirectly,
beneficially, or constructively, at least fifty
percent of the value of the corporation's
outstanding stock. The attribution rules of
section 318 of the Internal Revenue Code of
1986, as amended, shall apply for purposes of
determining whether the ownership
requirementsof thissubdivision havebeen met;

(6) “Related member”, a person that; with
respect tothetaxpayer duringall'or any portion
of the taxable year, is a related entity, a
component member as defined in section
1563(b) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986,
as amended, or is a person to or from whom
there is attribution of stock ownership in
accor dance with section 1563(3) of the I nternal
Revenue Code of 1986, as amended.

2. For purposes of computing.its Missouri
taxable income under section 143431, a
corporation shall add to its federal taxable
income any amount deducted in the calculation
of its federal taxable income for interest
expensesand costsand intangible expensesand
costs directly or indirectly paid, accrued, or
incurred to, or in connection directly or
indirectly with one or more direct or indirect
transactionswith oneor morerelated members
for thetaxableyear.

3. The adjustmentsrequired in subsection
2 of this section shall not apply to such portion
of interest expenses and costs and intangible
expenses and costs that the corporation can
establish by the preponderance of the evidence
meets both of the following:

(1) The related member during the same
incomeyear directly or indirectly paid, accrued,
or incurred such portion to a person who isnot
arelated member; and

(2) The transaction giving rise to the
interest expenses and costs or the intangible
expensesand costsbetween thecor poration and
therelated member did not have asa principal
purposetheavoidance of any portion of thetax
dueunder this chapter.

4. The director of the department of
revenue shall promulgaterulesand regulations
necessary to administer the provisions of this
section. No rule or portion of a rule
promulgated pursuant to the authority of this
section shall become effective unlessit hasbeen
promulgated pursuant to chapter 536, RSMo.

143.451. 1. Missouri taxable income of a
corporation shall include all income [derived from
sources within this state] as apportioned
pursuant to this section.

2. A corporation described in subdivision (1)
of subsection 1 of section 143.441 shall includein
its Missouri taxable income all income [from
sources within this state], including that from the
transaction of business in this state and that from
the transaction of business partly donein this state
and partly donein another state or states. However:

(1) Where income results from a transaction
partialy in this state and partially in another state
or states, and income and deductions of the portion
in the state cannot be segregated, then such
portions of income and deductions shall be
allocatedin this state and the other state or statesas
will distributeto this state a portion based upon the
portion of the transaction in this state and the
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portion in such other state or states.

(2) The taxpayer may elect to [compute the
portion of] apportion income [from all sourcesin
this state] to Missouri in the following manner:

(&) [The] All feder al taxableincome[fromall
sources| for the taxable year with the
modificationsspecified in subsections2 and 3 of
section 143.431 shall be determined as provided,
excludingtherefromthefiguresfor the operation of
any bridge connecting this state with another state.

(b) Theamount of saleswhich aretransactions
wholly in this state shall be added to one-half of
the amount of sales which are transactions partly
within this state and partly without this state, and
the amount thus obtained shall be divided by the
total sales or in cases where sales do not express
the volume of business, the amount of business
transacted wholly in this state shall be added to
one-half of the amount of business transacted
partly in this state and partly outside this state and
the amount thus obtained shall be divided by the
total amount of business transacted, and [the net]
all federal taxable income for-the taxable year
with the modifications specified in subsections
2 and 3 of section 143.431 shall be multiplied by
the fraction thus obtained, to determine the
proportion of income to be used to arrive at the
amount of Missouri taxable income. [The
investment or reinvestment of its own funds, or
sale of any such investment or reinvestment, shall
not be considered as sales or other business
transacted for the determination of said fraction.]

(3) For the purposes of this-section, a
transaction involving the sale of tangible property
is:

(@ “Whoally in this state” if both the seller's
shipping point and the purchaser's destination point
areinthis state;

(b) “ Partly within this state and partly without
this state” if the seller's shipping point is in this
state and the purchaser's destination point is
outside this state, or the seller's shipping point is
outside this state and the purchaser's destination

point isin this state;

(c) Not “whoally in this state” or not “partly
within this state and partly without this state” only
if both the sdler's shipping point and the
purchaser's destination point are outside this state;

(d) For purposes of this subdivision the
purchaser's destination point shall be determined
without regard to the FOB point or other conditions
of the sale, and the seller's shipping point is
determined without regard to the location of the
seller's principle office or place of business.

(4) For purposes of this subsection, the
followingwordsshall, unlessthecontext otherwise
requires, have the following meaning:

(a)*“Administration services’ include, but are
not limited to, clerical, fund or shareholder
accounting, participant record keeping, transfer
agency, bookkeeping, data processing, custodial,
interna auditing, legal and tax services performed
for an investment company;

(b) “Affiliate”, the meaning as set forth in 15
U.S.C. Section 80a-2(a)(3)(C), asmay beamended
fromtime to time;

(c) “Distribution services’ include, but are not
limited to, the services of advertising, servicing,
marketing, underwriting or selling shares of an
investment company, but, in the case of
advertising, servicing or marketing shares, only
where such service is performed by a person who
is, or in the case of a closed end company, was,
either engaged in the services of underwriting or
selling investment company shares or affiliated
with a person that is engaged in the service of
underwriting or sellinginvestment company shares.
In the case of an open end company, such service
of underwriting or selling shares must be
performed pursuant to a contract entered into
pursuant to 15 U.S.C. Section 80a-15(b), as from
time to time amended;

(d) “Investment company”, any person
registered under the federal Investment Company
Act of 1940, as amended from time to time, (the
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act) or a company which would be required to
register as an investment company under the act
except that such person is exempt to such
registration pursuant to Section 80a-3(c)(1) of the
act;

(e) “Investment funds service corporation”
includes any corporation or S corporation doing
businessin the state which derives more than fifty
percent of its gross income in the ordinary course
of businessfromtheprovisiondirectly or indirectly
of management, distribution or administration
servicesto or on behalf of an investment company
or from trustees, sponsors and participants of
employee benefit plans which have accountsin an
investment company. Aninvestment funds service
corporation shall include any corporation- or-S
corporation providing management services as an
investment advisory firm registered under Section
203 of the Investment Advisors Act of 1940, as
amended from time to time, regardless of the
percentage of gross revenues consisting of fees
from management servicesprovided to or on behalf
of an investment company;

(f) “Management services” include but are not
limited to, the rendering of investment advice
directly or indirectly to an investment company
making determinations as to when sales and
purchases of securities are to be made on behalf of
the investment company, or the selling or
purchasing of securities constituting assets of an
investment company, and related activities, but
only where such activity or activities. are
performed:

a. Pursuant to a contract with the investment
company entered into pursuant to 15 U.S.C.
Section 80a-15(a), as from time to time amended,;

b. For a person that has entered into such
contract with the investment company; or

c. For aperson that is affiliated with a person
that has entered into such contract with an
investment company;

(9) “Qualifying sales’, gross income derived

from the provision directly or indirectly of
management, distribution or administration
servicesto or on behalf of an investment company
or from trustees, sponsors and participants of
employee benefit plans which have accountsin an
investment company. For purposes of this section,
gross income is defined as that amount of income
earned from qualifying sources without deduction
of expenses related to the generation of such
income;

(h) “Residence”, presumptively the fund
shareholder's mailing address on the records of the
investment company. If, however, the investment
company or the investment funds service
corporation has actual knowledge that the fund
shareholder's primary residence or principal place
of businessisdifferent than the fund shareholder's
mailing address such presumption shall not control.
To the extent an investment funds service
corporation does not have access to the records of
the investment company, the investment funds
service corporation may employ reasonable
methods to determine the investment company
fund shareholder's residence.

(5) Notwithstanding other provisionsof law to
the contrary, qualifying sales of an investment
funds service corporation, or S corporation, shall
be considered wholly in this state only to the extent
that the fund shareholders of the investment
companies, to which the investment funds service
corporation, or Scorporation, provide services, are
residenced in this state. Wholly in this state
qualifying sales of an investment funds service
corporation, or S corporation, shall be determined
asfollows:

(8 By multiplying the investment funds
service corporation's total dollar amount of
qualifying sales from services provided to each
investment company by a fraction, the numerator
of which shall be the average of the number of
shares owned by the investment company's fund
shareholders residenced in this state at the
beginning of and at the end of the investment
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company'staxableyear that endswith or withinthe
investment funds service corporation's taxable
year, and the denominator of which shall be the
average of the number of shares owned by the
investment company's fund shareholders
everywhere at the beginning of and at the end of
the investment company's taxable year that ends
with or within the investment funds service
corporation's taxable year;

(b) A separate computation shall be made to
determine the wholly in this state qualifying sales
from each investment company. The qualifying
sales for each investment company shall be
multiplied by the respective percentage of each
fund, ascal culated pursuant to paragraph (a) of this
subdivision. The product of this-eqguation- shall
result in the wholly in this state qualifying sales.
The qualifying sales for each investment company
which are not wholly in this state will be
considered wholly without this state;

(c) To the extent an investment funds service
corporation has sales which are not qualifying
sales, those nonqualified sales shall be apportioned
to this state based on the methodolegy utilized by
the investment funds service corporation without
regard to this subdivision.

3. Any corporation described in subdivision
(2) of subsection 1 of section 143.441 organizedin
thisstate or granted a permit to operatein this state
for the transportation or care of passengers shall
report its gross earnings within the state on
intrastate business and shall also report its gross
earningson al interstate business doneinthis state
which report shall be subject to inquiry for the
purpose of determining theamount of incometo be
included in Missouri taxableincome. Theprevious
sentence shall not apply to arailroad.

4. A corporation described in subdivision (2)
of subsection 1 of section 143.441 shall includein
its Missouri taxable income all federal taxable
income [arising from all sources in this state and
all incomefrom each transportation servicewholly
within this state, from each service where the only

lines of such corporation used are those in this
state, and such proportion of revenue from each
service where the facilities of such corporation in
thisstate and in another state or states are used] for
thetaxableyear with themodificationsspecified
in subsections 2 and 3 of section 143.431, asthe
mileage used over the lines of such corporation in
the state shall bear to the total mileage used over
the lines of such corporation. The taxpayer may
elect to[computetheportion of] apportion income
[from all sourceswithin thisstate] inthefollowing
manner:

units of any controlled substance which is not
sold by weight;

(4) “Domestic marijuana plant”, any
cannabis plant at any level of growth which is
harvested or tended, manicured, irrigated,
fertilized or wherethereis other evidence that
it hasbeen treated in any other way.in.an effort
to enhance growth;

(5) “Marijuana’, any marijuana, whether
real or counterfeit, asdefined in section 149.011
which is held, possessed, transported,
transferred, sold or offered to be sold.

144.533. 1. There is hereby imposed a tax
upon marijuana, domestic marijuana plants
and controlled substancesat thefollowingrates:

(1) On each gram of marijuana, or each
portion of agram, threedollarsand fifty cents,

(2) On each gram of a wet domestic
marijuana plant, forty cents,

(3 On each gram of a dry domestic
marijuana plant, ninety cents;

(4) On each gram of controlled substance,
or portion of agram, two hundred dollars; and

(5) On each fifty dosage units of a
controlled substance that is not sold by weight,
or portion thereof, two thousand dollars.

2. For the purpose of calculating such tax,
an ounce of marijuana or other controlled
substance is measured by the weight of the
substancein thedealer'spossession.

144.542. 1. At such timeasthedirector shall
determine that a dealer hasnot paid thetax as
directed pursuant to section 144.539 the
director may immediately assessatax based on
per sonal knowledgeor information availableto
the director; mail to the taxpayer at the
taxpayer's last known address/or serve in
person, a written notice of the amount of tax,
penalties and interest; and demand its
immediate payment. If payment is not
immediately made, because collection of every
assessment made hereunder is presumed to be
in jeopardy dueto the nature of the commaodity
being taxed, the director may immediately
collect the tax, penalties and interest in any
manner pursuant to section 144.563.

The governing body of any
municipality or county with a charter form of
government and with more than one million
inhabitants may, by ordinance, establish a
semiannual registration fee not to exceed two
hundred dollars which shall be charged to the
owner of any parce of residential property
improved by aresidential structure, or commercial
property improved by a structure containing
multiple dwelling units, that is vacant, has been
vacant for at least six months, and is characterized
by violations of applicable housing codes
established by such municipality.

2. The municipality shall designate a
municipal officer to investigate any property that
may be subject to the registration fee. The officer
shall report hisfindingsand recommendations, and
shall determine whether any such property shall be
subject to theregistration fee. Within five business
days, the clerk of the municipality or county with
a charter form of government and with more
than one million inhabitants shall notify by mail
the owners of property on which the registration
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fee has been levied at their last known address
according to the records of the city and the county.
The property owner shall have the right to appeal
the decision of the office to the municipal court
within thirty days of such notification. Absent the
existence of any valid appeal or request for
reconsideration pursuant to subsection 3 of this
section, theregistration fee shall begin to accrueon
the beginning of the second calendar quarter after
the decision of the municipal officer.

3. Within thirty days of the municipality or
county with a charter form of government and
with more than one million inhabitants making
such notification, the property owner may compl ete
any improvements to the property that may be
necessary to revokethe levy of the registration fee,
and then may request areinspection of the property
and areconsideration of thelevy of theregistration
fee by the municipality or county with a charter
form of government and with more than one
million inhabitants. If the municipal or county
with a charter form of government and with
more than one million inhabitants officer
revokes the registration fee, no such assessment
shall be made and the matter shall be considered
closed.

caendar year. The report shall specify the
gestational age, by weekly increments, at which
abortions were performed or induced. The
report shall not include any information that
would allow the public to identify a specific:

(1) Patient who obtained an abortion or
who received post-abortion care;

(2) Physician who performed or induced an
abortion or whoprovided post-abortion care; or

(3) Hospital or abortion facility where the
abortion was performed or induced or which
provided post-abortion care.

6. Theinformation provided by thewoman
shall be voluntarily provided by the pregnant
woman seeking or obtaining the abortion, but
theabortion facility, hospital or physician shall
make all reasonable efforts to collect the
information required by this section, and shall
in no way dissuade or discourage the woman
from providingtheinformation required by this
section.

188.055. 1. Every abortion facility, hospital,
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and physician shall be supplied with forms by the
department [of health and senior services] for use
in regards to the consents and reports required by
sections 188.010 to 188.085. A purpose and
function of such consents and reports shall be the
preservation of maternal health and life by adding
to the sum of medical knowledge through the
compilation of relevant maternal health and life
data and to monitor al abortions performed or
induced to assure that they are done only under
and in accordance with the provisions of the law.

2. All information obtained by physician,
hospital, or abortion facility from a patient for the
purpose of preparing reports to the department [ of
health and senior services] under sections 188.010
to 188.085 or reports received by the [division-of
health] department shall be confidential and shall
be used only for statistical purposes. Such records,
however, may be inspected and health data
acquired by local, state, or national public health
officers.

188.070. Any [physician or other] person who
[falls to maintain] knowingly violates the
confidentiality of any records [or], reports
[required] or documents maintained by the
abortion facility or hospital or received by the
department under sections 188.010 to 188.085 is
guilty of a [misdemeanor and, upon conviction,
shall be punished as provided by law] class D
felony.

Section 1. 1. Any individual aggrieved by a
violation of a state statute relating to the
confidentiality of medical recordsmay;if a civil
remedy is not otherwise provided for in the
statute, bring a civil action for damages. If it is
found in a civil action that:

(1) A person has negligently violated the
statute, the person is liable, for each violation,
for:

(@ The greater of actual damages or
liguidated damages of one thousand dollars,
and

(b) Court costs and reasonable attorney's
feesincurred by theperson bringing theaction;
and

(c) Such other rdlief, including injunctive
relief, asthe court may deem appropriate; or

(2) A person has willfully or intentionally
or recklessly violated the statute, the person is
liable, for each violation, for:

(@ The greater of actual damages or
liquidated damages of five thousand dollars,
and

(b) Exemplary damages; and

(c) Court costs and reasonable attorney's
feesincurred by theperson bringing theaction;
and

(d) Such other relief, including injunctive
relief, asthe court may deem appropriate.

2. Theremediesavailablein thissection are
cumulative and in addition to any other
criminal or administrative penalties otherwise
provided for by law.”; and
